“ And I will pray the Father, and he shall give | : 


vou another Comforter, that he may abide with you 
forever ; even the Spirit of truth, whom the world 
cannot receive, because it seeth him not, neither 
knoweth him ; but ye know him, for he dwelleth with 


- you, and shall be in you.” Jol xiv. 16, 17 


“ I came forth from the Father, and am come into 
the world: again, I leave the world, and go to the 
Father. His disciples said unto him, Lo! now 
speakest thou plainly, and speakest no proverb.” 
John xvi. 28, 29, 

The subject which at present engages our 
attention, is very important, and ought to be well 
understood. It enters into the very essence of 
the Christian religion. If our views are erroneous 
with respect to the God of our salvation, they 
must also be equally so on every subject connect. 
ed therewith. Jesus Christ is “ the chief corner 
stone” on which the spiritual temple of the Lord 
is erected. If our hope of eternal life is not built 
on this sure foundation, it will be found at last, 
that we have built on a “ sandy foundation,” whici 
will not only be “ shaken,” but entirely destroyed 
at that awful day when “ the wrath of God shall 
be revealed from heaven against all ungodliness 
and unrighteousness of men.” It is then abso- 
lutely necessary to salvation that we have correct 
fuith with respect to the divinity, person, and ofti- 
ces of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 

As the doctrine of the ‘Trinity is of so much 
consequence in the christian system, it will be 
gratifying to the public to see it further illustra- 
ted and confirmed: We beg leave, therefore, to 
occupy apart of the present number with extracts 
from two or three of the most approved Trinita- 
rian wrijers, 

Ist. Watts, Of this writer Amicus says, (No. 
18, vol. 2, Chris. Rep.) “ Watts, with respect to 
the divine nature, and its manifestation in the 
fiesh, came nearer to the doctrine of Scripture 
than any of them.” 

Let us hear what Watts has to say on this sub- 
ject. His essay on “ the seripture doctrine of the 
Trinity’ is divided into a number ot propcsitions, 
each of which he illustrates at large. We have 
only room to give a part of those propositions, as 


they stand at the head of each chapter, but from

doctrine of Watts. ; 

Froposition 4—** Since there can be but one 
God, the peculiar, divine, and distinguishing cha- 
racters of Godhead, cannot belong to any other 
Being.” 

Pror. 7.— The peculiar and distinguishing 
characters of Godhead are these—Wumes—Titles 
—Attributes—Works—and Worship—which Gud 
has assumed to himself in his word, exclusive of 
any other being ; and has either asserted their 
expressly belonging only to himself, or left it suf- 
ficiently evident in his word, that they belong to 
him alone.” 

Prov. 8—** Yet these very names, titles, &c. 
which are peculiar to God, and incommunicable 
to any other, are ascribed to three, ky God him- 
self in his word; which three are distinguished 
by the names of Father, Son, and Spirit.” 

"Prop. 10.— Thence it follows, necessarily, 
that these three have such an intimate and real 
communion in that one Godhead, as is sufficient 
iy justify the ascription of those distinguishing, 
divine characters to them” 

Prov. 12.— Though the Futher, Son and Spi- 
rit are but one true God, yet there are such dis- 
tinguishing properties, actions, characters and cir 
cumstances ascribed to them, as are usually ascrib- 
ed to three distinct persons among men.” 

Prov. 18—** Theretore it has been the custom 
of the Christian church, in almost all ages, to use 
the word person in order to describe these three 
distinctions of Father, Son and Spirit, and to call 
them three distinct persons.” 

Proe. 14.—* Though the Sacred Three are evi- 
dently and plainly discovered in scripture to be 
one and the same God and three distanct personal 
ugents or persons ; yet the scripture hath not 
plain and evident language explained or precisely 
determined the particular way and manner, how 
these three persons are one God, or how this one 
Godhead is in three persons.” 

Prop. 15.— Hence | infer that it can never be 
necessary tu salvation, to know the precise man- 
ners Agw one God subsists in these three personal 
agents, Father, Son and Spirit, or how these three 
are one God.” 

Prov. 16.— Yet we ought to believe the gene- 
sal doctrine of the Trinity—namely, that these 
three personal agents, have some real communion 
in one Godhead, though we canzot find out the 
precise way of explaining it.” : 

Puor. 20°— We are bound theretore to pay 
divine honours to each of the sacred three, accord- 
ing to their distinct cliaracters and offices assign 
ed to them in scripture.” 

Pror. 21.— In so doing we shall effectually 
secure our own salvation; For the scripture hath 
made our salvation to depend on these offices 
which these divine persons sustain, and the ho- 
nours due to them according to those offices ; 

rather than upon uny deep philosophical notions ot 
their essences and personulities—any nice and exact 
acquaintance with their mysterious union and dis-

Watts, that he “ maintained“We 
His opinion was—that the seconil person 
Trinity, whom he calls the Dipjpe Loves; 
in the human nature of Christ, and that the BIS 
vine Logos and Holy Spirit, were really and truly 
distinct persons in the Deity, from the Father. 
Amicus has also misrepresented his opinion 
with respect to the human nature of Christ, by 
affirming that “ he differed from the Athanasians 
very widely on the subject of the human nature, 
or flesh born of the virgin Mary; this he suppbs- 
ed to have existed the first of all creatures.” 
This is entirely erroneous. Watts did not differ 
in the least from other Trinitarians with respect 
to the “ flesh born of the Virgin Mary.” He be- 
heved that the human body of Christ was formed 
in the same manner that our bodies are. The 
only difference between Watts and us, on this 
subject, is this—he believed that the huntay Sou 
of Christ (not the fesh) “existed the first of all 
creatures.” “ 
Amicus appears to wish to enlist Watts on Ais 
side of the controversy ; but we are confident be 
has missed his aim, if such aim he had. 
After being detected in such misrepresentations, 
we wonder if Amicus will think Azmse/f entitled 
to the character of a candid disputant.” grit

another comforter,’ meaning the spirit of truth, 
as next explamed, John xiv. 16,17. Now he 
must be distinct trom the Father to whom he prays, 
for surely he cannot be supposed to pray to /um- 
self; and he must be distinct from whe Spirit for 
whom he prays”  . 

“The distinct personality of the spirit is proved 
from—1 His procession from the Father and the 
Son. 2. The Mission of the Holy Spirit by the 
Father and the Son. 3, The Holy Spiritis calied 
another Comturter 4, The Holy Spirit 1s repre- 
sented as doing some things distinct from the Fa- 
ther and the Son. 2 Thess. mi. 5. Jolin xvi. 14, 
15 5. There are some distinct appearances ot 
the Spirit, which shew bis distinct personality, as 
at the Baptusm of Christ, and the day of pentecost.

But according to the text, the Holy Ghost 
or Comforter was not present with-the disciples, 
for Christ says, ‘ If L go not away, the Comforter 
will not come,” and “ if J depart, I will send Aim 
unto you.” Christ and the Holy Ghost must then 
be distinct and separate, for the Spirit is called 
another Comtorter, he is nof, theretore, the sume 
with Christ. From this it is plain that the inter- 
pretuiion of Amicus, is as opposite to the text, as 
darkness is to light. 
Amicus has given us his view and the views ot 
your Society, on the Divinity of Christ; we hope 
he wall be kind enough to proceed and let us know 
what you believe concerning the “* tonement,”— 
* Mediation” —“ Intercession,” &c, of our Saviour 
and other subjects connected with them. If Ami- 
cus should teel any 1eiuctance to proceed to these 
subjects, especially to the “.dtonement,” we would 
remind bins that “ truth does nut fea. the light.”

Extract of a Letter from Kev. Richard Kill. 
ST. PETERSBURG, April 5. 
Intelligence from the German Mission- 
aries under the patronage of the Edinburgh 
Jewish Society states, ** At Berditchey, we 
tarried several days. This place may be 
termed little Jerusalem in Poland, for it 
contains 30,000 Jews Our conversations 
with them were ofa highly interesting and 
important nature. Zhousands o the 
cerved our books and tracts, and hear 
we said of Jesus as the true Messiah. 
prejudices of many seemed to give way, 
and they confessed that they thought it 
probable that tle Messiah was oiready 
come. Several interesting young Jews 
were with us constantly, and heard all the 
conversations between us and their people, 
and at last requested that they might, by 
some means or other, be taught in this way 
more perfectly.—We cannot say that any 
of them are really converted, as time only 
can prove it, but we have great reason to 
hope, that in a few of them the good seed 
will spring up, and bring forth fruit to the 
glory ofGod, A wide and interesting field 
is here thrown open to the Christian 
church.

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INDIAN IMPROVEMNT. 
The Rev, Wu11am Goopstz arrived in New-York, 
about the first of August, instant, in company 
with William Kirkpatrick, a promising Cherokee 
youth who is on bis way to the Foreign Mis- 
sion Schoo!, in Cornwall, Connecticut, and who 
is supported by Wiiiiam Kinxratnick, Esq. of 
‘Lancaster, Pennsylvania.—On the Sth inst. Mr. 
Goodell, together with his Cherokee companion, 
attended, by invitation, a Meeting of the Man- 
agers of the United Foreign Missionary Society. 

In the course of the mee\ing, he gave a very 

interesting statement of facts in relation to the 

progress and general effects of the Missionary 
labors among the Cherokee an/l Choctaw tribes. 

An extract from this statement we shall here 

subjoin:— 

The American Board of Commissioners 

for Foreign Missions have three schools a- 
mong the Choctaws, and three also among 
the Cherokees, and are now making pre 
parations for a fourth schodl in each of those 
tribes. Thechildren connected with those 
schools, not only receive the ordinary in- 
structions of a school, but they are taught 
all the arts of civilized life. Indeed, to in- 
struct them in afl the arts of civilized life 
is deemed a very important part of their 
ecucation. In both these tribes, much more 
good has been already accomplished by the 
Missionaries, aid much greater advances 
have been made by the natives towards ci- 
‘vilization, than we should naturally suppose 
from reading the public journals . The 
Missionarics have been exceedingly care- 
ful not ‘to state any thing too favorably. 
any of the Cherokees and some of the 
Choctaws cultivate their lands with much 
regularity and industry ; and in regard to 
their dress, their manner of cooking food, 
their style of building, the furniture of their 
houses, &c. kc. they have adopted our cus- 
toms throughout. Twenty Cherokees have 
“united with the churches under the direc- 
tion of the American Board, and about 
twenty have united with the Moravian and 
Baptist churches; making forty in the 
whole, besides some white men, who have 
Cherokee families, and besides. also, some 
people of color, who live in the nation. | 
was told that among these forty Cherokee | 
converts, there hud not been a single in- 
stance of intemperance, immorality, or any 
thing which required discipline or reproot 
A large proportion of them are adaults.; 
Some of them are supposed to be more 
than seventy years of'iage Two of them 
are Cherokee Chiefs, one of whom signa!)- 
zed himself at the battle of the Horse Shoe, 
and for his bravery ceceived fro: Congress 
a rifle with a very handsome inscription on 
it; and the other is a man of great autho- 
rity in his tribe. I spent a night with him. 
In the evening he called his family cogeth- 
er, brought forward his family Bible, read a 
chapter himself in English, sung a hymn. 
in which we ali joined, and offered the 
prayer himself; and in the morning called 
upon one of the brethren present to lead 
in the devotions of the family. Those of 
the professors of religion who can read, 
and many who are not professors, take 
some religious publication and appear to 
know more about the religious state of our 
worlJ—about our Sabbath schools, our re- 
vivals of religion, our Bible, Missionary, 
Education, and Tract Societies, than multi- 
tudes in our land who have been connect- 
ed with our Churches for 20 years. 


I spent: several nights with a Choctaw 
Chiet He has learnt to read. He takes 
the Boston Recorder, the Missionary Her 
al¢, the Religious Intelligencer, and se- 
veral political papers. He inquired with a 
lively interest, how I had succeeded in my 
agency, what states I bad visited, how the 


people of K. telt towards civilizing the In- } 


dians, and, when I had told him, he said he 
was glad the people of K were becoming 
more civilized ; and, indeed, the Choctaws 
and (herckees generally appear to rejoice 
as much that we are coming to a better 
mind towards them, as we rejoicc that they 
are coming to a better mind. The joy is 
mutyal This Chief made many inquiri:s 
respecting Christian experience, what faith 
in Christ was, how a Christian felt towards 
the Saviour, how a Christian felt when he 
had an @pportunity of making a good bar- 
gain, bymping a little deceit or equivocation, 
and m her inquiries of the like na- 
ture. At ten in the evening, he brought 
forward, without any proposition from my 
self. his very elegant fumily Bible, and se- 
veral Hymn books, to have family worship, 
and the same again in the morning He 
joined in the singing, and his hitle, girls. 
that were 8 and 10 years of age also join 
ed, and [ was told, that on the Sabbath he 
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would appoint lessons from the Bible and 
from Sabbath School Hymns for his little 
girlg to learn, and towards thé clese of the 
Sabbath he would hear them recite.

DISTRESSING SITUATION OF IRELAND. 


The following account (says the N. Y. 
Daily Advertiser) of the numbers and situ- 
ation of the peasantry in Ireland, we have 
sketched from letters written by gentlemen 


and published in the foreign papers :— 

In Craigh Globe, Skibbereen, 3500 per- 
sons were in want in one parish — Accounts 
from Atheny mention that there were 600 
persons to be supported for nearly three 
months, On every side famine and dis- 
ease are presented—persons living on net- 
tles and noxious weeds —l'rom Penovle, 
Westform, accounts state that nearly 1400 
persons were wholly dependent on chari- 
table contributions —Hundreds daily go 
down to the sea, and at low water gather 
small shellfish, some gather sea weeds 
to boil Lands lie waste for want of seed. 
Symptons of fever has appeared.—At 
Ardagh, the typhus fever, cholera mor- 
bus, &c. were wasting the villagese=4000 
souls were ina starving situations—In the 
barony of Ballynahinch, many*were suffer- 
ing the pangs of hunger and pains of sick- 
ness—several had died of famine In the 
barony, there neh the souls ; and 
theusands in want.” the whole extent 
of this mountainous country, there was not 
one hundred weight of home grown 
provisions, nor one hundred pounds among 
all its inhabitants to purchase food —A let- 
ter from the curate of Skull, near Skibbe. 
reen, states that out of a population of ten 
thousand persons a third part were ina 
state of actual starvation—multitudes were 
living on shell-fish, see weed and corn- 
kale—13 persons had died on one farm in 
six weeks —The Catholic priest of Ath- 
essy, Killmallock, gives a frighttul picture 
of the pangs of hunger. Death, to many 
was a welcome visitor. George Clenden- 
ing, of Westport, says, famine becomes 
hourly more appalling—2000 tamihes 
were under the care of the benevolent to 
save from perishing. There were as many 
more in a lesser degree of suffering —— 
At Knockbane, near Galway, there were 
250 families in absolute want—two persons 
had died of starvation.—At Spiddie Gal- 
way, about 2000 persons were living on 
shell-fish and dillisk, procured on the rocks 
of the sea-shore—wisease and death tollow- 
ed this mode of living. The mintster 
of Canturgh says the detail of our misery 
would filla volume. A poor shoemaker 
had fainted in his yard through hunger. 
He has a family of eight persons who had 
lived four days on two pottles of oztmeal— 
hundreds were worse off, and prayed tor 
death to end their miseries.—the Sligo 
Committee mention that seven families 
had lived for days on boiled water-cresses 
only—:592 persons in one district were 
destitute—some had died from want—the 
hospital was fast filling with the sick. In 
the suburbs of the town, between three and 
four thousand persons craved relicf who 
were wholly destitute. lhe curate of Bei- 
carra gives a frightful picture—halt of the 
peasantry were wandering about. He had 
received fifteen pounds as a donation to 
purchase oatmeal and distribute it to the 
most distressed. The fact became known, 
and on the morning of the distribution 
more than 2000 persons collected to beg a 
small share ; every thing was devoured on 
the spot ; thousands must perish from dis- 
ease.—At Rosearberry, the great want and 
misery exhibited a heart-rending picture. 
Mr. E. Dowing, of Kenmare, says groups 
of starving mendicants are to be seen daily 

aradiny the streets and highways, clamo- 
rous for food.—The parish priest of the 
island of Innisturke, says many persons 
must be snatched off the face of the earth 
from want—In the parish of Ross, Gal- 
way, there were 7,300 persons ; there situ- 
ation was deplorable: many of thein were 
subsisting on a weed, gathered on the sea- 
shore—Mr. Clarie O'Malley, of Haw- 
thorne Lodge, near Castlebar, says thou- 
sands are starving without the least hope 
of relief —Mr. Read, of Ballyglass, men- 
tions that the lower halt of the parish of 
Ballintubber, composing 32 Villages, with 
2000 souls, were in a state of frenzy, bor- 
dering on the actual verge of starvation 
and death —Mr O*Donnel, near Newport 
Pratt, mentions that the cry of starvation 
in every direction was heart rending ; the 
people were living on sea-weed, which 
created a disease that carried them off fast. 
An aiticle from Bantry mentions that one 
woman with three children had died with

starvation—=In Rathkeal, 883 persons 
were totally destitute of means to obtain 
At the foot of Knocknaboula, a fa- 
mily of five had been living for some time 
on the natmeal brought by a boy of eight 
years of age, in return for two cleaves of 
turf, which he daily carried six miles, 
making two trips, and sold for three 
half-pence, which he laid out in oat-meal 
and carried home. In Kilarney, thousands 
had no other food but what they got from 
the sea-shore, and the tops of nettles and 
impets. The father and mother were to 
Ibe seen lying together in their wretched 
hovel in the last stage of fever, surround- 
ed by starved and half naked children —- 
In the parish of Kil out of 800 souls, 
half were in a state rvation —From 
his Grace the Archbishop of Tuam—“ On 
my way to Castlebar, I passed a multitude 
of half-starved men, and women, and chil- 
dren, at Ballyglass and Balcara, seeking 
a share of a handful of meal, which could 
only keep them alive and no more. I have 

ttothe committee a full statement of the 
Hideous scenes.I have witnessed. If thou- 
sands are not sent to Mayo and Galway, the 
whole must die.” 

We might add tothe above, but we must 
stop. The misery that afflicts this country 
is beyond description, and that many will 
perish there can be no question. The li- 
beral subscriptions in England are mentior- 
ed in {terms of gratitude by the Irish peo- 
ple ; but the aid which had been afforded 
was insufficient to relieve their sufferings 
except in a very partial manner.

TURKISH BARBARITIES. 


When our readers shall have read the following 
extracts of letters from a gentleman of the first 
respectability in Smyrna, to his friend in this 
city, they will probably be of the opinion that 
the dreadful famine in Ireland is but the com- 
mencement of the judgments of heaven on the 
British nation, for the anti-christian and inhu- 
man part which they have acted in the contest 
between the Greeks and the Turks. On the 
Government of Great Britain, as well as on the 
Ottoman Porte, we believe that these horrible 
enormities will be charged by a righteous Pro- 
vidence, because they have exerted the whole 

.. influence of the nation, to support the Turks in 
petpetrating them. 

Smyrra, \7th May, 1822 
J have the pleasure of once more advis- 

ing my arrival at this port, on the 5th inst. 
‘$ wrote you last from Malta, on the 22d 
ult at which place we stopt but a shori 
time. I find the state of affairs much 
more tranquil than I expected ; the terri- 
ble affair of Scio has glutted for a time 
these monsters. I shall, by the Sulatana 
write you a fuller description of this dreade 
fulscene, Smyrna is crowded with wo- 
men and children, brought away as slaves 
from that unfortunate island, whole fami 
lies are put up for sale, and the most beau- 
tiful females are torn from their friends, 
and given up to the embraces of these 
worse than villains.——I have seen scenes 
that would draw a tear from the most un- 
feeling wretch ; whole families separated ; 
a mother giving up her last infant, and her 
herself afterwards purchased by some vil- 
lain, and in her agony imploring some 
Christian for Christ’s sake, to save her, or 
at least her children. Ihe Pasha has given 
an order that no Frank shall purchase a 
slave ; and, but in few instances, has any 
thing been effected ; and that in an under- 
hand way ; enough of this heart sickening 
subject, Swch an outrage uponChristendom 
has not for ages been known, and we can 
only sigh when we know who is the Ally 
of this power; the avenging hand will 
soon overtake this empire, and Heaven wii!l 
no longer look on, and permit such wicked- 
néss, The Greeks can do nothing; the 
Captain Pasha has left Scio for some of 
the other Islands to act the same scenes 
over. There has been no action between 
the fleets. ‘Ihe Greek fleet can do nothing 
against the capt. Pasha. ‘hey can meet 
them with no chance of success. 


Smyrna, 28th Moy, 1822, 

I intended to have given you a sketch of 
the scene of Sico. 1 am promised it by a 
Greek Sciot nun, who was brought into 
Smyrna as a slave, and purchased by a 
person here ; and intends writing the par- 
ticulars of that dreadful affair. The Capt. 
Pasha hoisted English colors, when he 
came in sight of the island, but-afterwards 
hoisted the red flag, and landed his troops; 
and the Turks from the castle sallied out, 
and but little resistance was made dy the 
Greeks, A general massacre commenced. 
Not a male was spared ; every one was cut 
to pieces, and some of the most shockin 
tortures made use of. A person there who 
witnessed the whole scene, tells me that 
the Greeks bore these cruelties with ex- 





traordinary fortitude ; he saw many im- 


paled alive and roasted. The whole town 
is destroyed, and the dead bodies, arms and 
legs scattered over the whole city. The 
smell is said to be so offensive that it is 
impossible to remain. A few of the Mas- 
tic villages it is said have been partly spared. 
The number of Grecks killed, Mr. Her- 
vey told me, might be estimated at from 
15 to 20,000. Many of the women and 
children were déstroyed. Fifty infants 
were thrown into the sea, at one time ; but 
the greatest part of them are brought here 
as slaves ; the Bazars are full of them, and 
the most wretched sights are every dey 
presented to us I have been very near 
getting into difficulty by purchasing a small 
boy from the Turks, and have been obliged 
to give him up, as we have no Consul here 
to protect me. 1 had endeavoured tocom- 
promise the affair with money, but found 
it impossible-——The Turk that sold it 
would have lost his head, which he desery- 
ed ; and I should have been placed in a 
very dangerous, unpleasant situation, had 
{ not given him upthe child when demand- 
ed. The Pasha had given orders that no 
slave should be sold to a Christian, though 
several have been purchased in an under. 
hand way. It happened only yesterday, 
and has troubled my mind sv much that I 
have hardly time to write my letters, In 
my next, I will wiite you more about it ; [ 
am now out of diffiulty. B, Ree, 
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Russians, Turks, and Greeks—The 
pacha of Solonichi had received reinforce- 
ments, and defeating the Greeks near Jer- 
izza. After this, he fell upon thirty Greek 
villages and carried away the women and 
children as slaves. 

The Greek population of the Isle of Scio 
were conveyed successively to Constanti- 
nople, and sold like vile herds ; the most 
considerable persons and women of the first 
families, were treated like the others, 
There were accounts at Constantinople of 
an unfortunate paval combat for the Turk- 
ish fleet, but no certain details were given. 

Those of the peope of Scio that had not 
been sent off as slaves, were retained for 
deliberate butchery The streets of the 
town were filled with their festering re- 
mains ! 

Thousands of Greeks are exposed in the 
slave market at Constantinople, especially 
women and girls. Some of these kill cach 
other to rescue themselves from the Turks 
—some refuse food, and are lashed with 
whips—some are purchased:for the exe 
press purpose of being murdered, for 
which according to the Koran, “ the faith- 
ful” will be eternally rewarded. In the vi- 
cinity of Salonica, the Greeks, to prevent 
their wives and daughters from falling into 
the hands of the Turks, it is said, at the 
request of the females, had put them to 
death. 

‘ It is stated that the English took an ac- 
tive part in the reduction of Scio—and it 
is also intimated that they expect to obtain 
the occufiation of this island to facilitate 
their trade in the Levant! It is hardly 
possible that these things can be true. 

A London paper, speaking of the ten 
thousand females that were dragged from 
Scio and sold as slaves, says, ‘what a howl 
would have been set up if so many negroes 
had been disposed of in the same manner!” 
And adds, “ The English government is 
now upholding the system which produces 
the white slave trade in the east, and affect- 
Ing great indignation that it should be car- 
ried on by other powers of the west. 

bo The course of conduct that Russia 
will pursue, in respect to Turkey, is still 
uncertain. It is strongly reported that the 

Turks had agreed to evacuate Moldavia 
and Wallachia, as demanded by Russia, but 
later accounts tell us that they stiil occupy 
them. The British minister at Constanti- 
nople has exerted himself to the utmost to 
preserve peace—and give up the Greeks to 
the mercy of the Turks. The Russian 
army remains in sfatu guo—but it is said 
that vessels were clearing out at Odessa 
for Constantinople. The belief was ver 
firm in London that there would not b , 

n e any 
war, and the king of France, in reply to an 
address from the chamber of peers, on the 
10th of June, says—“ since the opening of 
the session I have received accounts which 
assure me that peace will not be disturbed 
in the east It is with the highest satisfuc- 
tion that I announce to you this intelli- 
gence” On the other hand it is said that

Testimony of the Governor. 

We have mentioned the reception of the 
Governor on his visit to Gloucester after 
his return to the Colony; and now add 
some particulars, from a communication 
by Mr During of December 28, 1821 
ilis Excellency’s testimony to the useful- 
ness of the Missionaries will be read with 
the highest satisfaction : 

“ Knowing Sir Charles personally as we 
have done since 18 : we have heard him 
many times express his kind feelings to- 
wards the Liberated Negroes, and. have 
seen him often pleased with their simple 
but good behaviour; yet I never before 
saw him so moved, even to tears, as he was 
on occasion of his visit to as, at the si:ht 
of the great progress which the negroes 
had made 

“One of our Communicants thus ad- 
dressed his Excellency :—“ Good morn. 
ing to you excellent Governor”—making 
a low bow=="* God bless you !—God bless 
Governor! Governor my heart feel glad 
you come back again ; thank God for it” 
—Tthis and other circumstances wrought 
much on the mind of his Excellency. 

“ The Captain in whose vessel the Gov- 
ernor came cut, was with him, and was 
struck with astonishment. He had seen 
much of Negroes in Jamaica, and asked 
how long this settlement had been formed. 
When told at the end of 1816, he smiled, 
and said to the Governor, “ Sir Charles if 
I knew not your Excellency to be a man of 
honour, I should think myself greatly im- 
posed upon ; and I must candidly confess, 
J can hardly believe it now. But,” said 
he, ** what sort of people were they, with 
whom it was commenced ?”: I pointed out 
some to him who were sent here in tae be- 
ginning of November last, that, looking at 
their emaciated condition, he might form 
some idea of those with whom I began this 
settlement. He then inquired what me- 
thod we had pursued to bring them to such 
astute, in so short a time. —* No other,” 
said his Excellency, “ than teaching them 
the twuths of Christianity ; which these 
Gentlemen were sent to propagate by tre 
Cherch Missionary Society ; by this alone 
they have ruled them, and have raised 
them to a common level with other civiliz- 
ed nations : and believe me,” added his 
Exceilency, if you admit Christian teach- 
ers into your island, you will find your ne- 
eroes soon become affectionate and faith 
ful servantsto you ! You will be more sur- 
prised when I tell you, the number of cap- 
tured negroes, naw in this Colony, amounts 
to 10,000 ; who are chiefly under the su- 
perintendency of these genticmen, whose 
number is so smail, that there is not one 
for a thousand.” © bis certainly,” Te- 
plied the captain, “ surpasses every thing 
which I have hitherto heard. ’ 

“state these facts, and might state 
many more, not out of vain glory, desiring 
the praise of men ; but that you, my dear 
Sirs, and all our friends may see, that the 
Lord has glorified his ever blessed name, 
through ihe preaching of the Gospel, 
which is calculated to make the simplest 
being wise unto salvation, even the long 
neglected children of Africa. 

“ Things as they now appear, humbly 


speaking, never wore so bright and plea- 


sant an aspect. Never were prejudices 
more effectually removed trom the minds 
of many uf the Luropean Colonists, and 
never had the Society gained more credit 
in the Colony, even in the minds of indi- 
viduals who were formerly hostile to our 
efforts. You will sce this, in the Report of

Resolved, That Presbytery would earn: | 
estly recommend to all the ministers of the 
gospel, church officers and private ehris- 
lians under their care, solemnly to consider 
the present state of religion in their own 
hearts, and iv those around them, and seri 
ously and prayerfully to inquire what they 
can do to promote a revival of true religion 
in the midst of us. 

Resolved, That Presbytery consider the 
following as suitable means to promote a 
revival of religion, and would recommend 
a diligent and persevering use of them to 
all under their care, as far as their circum- 
stances may render it practicable. 

1. A careful atiention to personal religi- 
on—that the first part of each day be de 
voted to secret prayer, that a portion of the 
Seriptures be read seriously and prayer- 
fully; that each one ask himself in the 
morning, what can I do this day, to pro- 
mote the cause of Christ ? that stated sea- 
sons be observed, at least weekly, for self- 
examination, and occasional seasons for 
private fasting and prayer. 

2. Vhe observance of famity and social 
duties—that heads of families eall their 
families together. morving and evening for 
the worship of God, and reading the Serip- 
tures, and make a point of conversing fre- 
quently with the individual members of 
the family on the state of their souls; that 
ordinary social visits of professing chris- 
tians, should never be made withoui reli- 
gious conversation and prayer, that every 
private christian should converse seriously 
and plainly with his particular aequaint- 
anee; that neighbourhood meetings for 
conference and special prayer, stiould be 
statedly held ; that females of similar age 
should associate together, for the same 
parpose ; and that young men should have 
stated meetings by themselves for religi- 
ous Improvement. 

3. The faithful diseharge of official du- 
ties—that pastors, elders and deacons, 
visit fiom house to house; that they as- 
sembie members of the churches in classes 
composed of those of similar age, aud con- 
verse with them indivedaaily ; that where 
there is an instance of awakening among 
sinners, special meetings be held for per- 
sonal conversation with thent; that con- 
gregations be divided into districts, and a 
church officer assigned to each, who shall 
be statedly called upon to report on the 
state of his district; and that where the 
number of church officers is not sufficient 
for these purposes, chal ellen be ap- 
pointed to assist then} 
churches observe occasional seasons of 
fasting and prayer, at least onee in each 
year. 
4. [hat professing parents & their bap- 
tized children, be statedly assembled and 
instructed in their reciprocal duties and ob- 
ligations, and solemnly urged to the faith- 
ful discharge of them; and that the eate- 
chetical instruction of children and youth, 
be faithfully attended to 
5. That neighbouring ministers make 
arrangements to visit the churches, two 
and two, and endeavour to arouse the at- 
tention of professing christians, and lead 
them to feel the importance of a revival of 
religion, and to use all proper means for 
promoting it.

PREACHING IN THE MARKET. 


A Rev. Gentieman, in a letter to his 

friend in Richmond, dated at Washington 

City, May 30, gives an interesting account 
of speaking in the market. He says, * I 

arrived here on Saturday last, spent the 

Sabbath in Georgetown, was invited to 
preach in the Presbyterian church, and 
also in the Marke:-house, The latter I de- 

clined; but regretted not that I was pre- 

sent he hour of meeting was 9 o’clock 
A.M. The preacher selected for his sub- 
ject the words— Who gave himself for 
us,” &c. He represented impressively the 
benignity and condescension of the Saviour, 
who died for sinners—clearly describing 
that purity of heart and that well-doiog 
which characterizes the people of Christ— 
and concluded by an affectionate exhorta- 
tion to the careless. This seemed just as 
it should be. It was bringing into market 
the bread of eternal afe, freely offered by 
the Son of God. It seemed to be proper 
to occupy this place one morning in seven 
tor the worship of God.—I know there 
are souls, whose delicacy would be shock- 
ed at the idea of preaching in market !— 
who would be disgusted at the hymn of 
praise and the voice of supplication ascend- 
ing to heaven from such a place !—strange 
perversity of the taste and moral feeling ! 
These very men might, on another day, 
have passed along the same street, and not 
have been much disgusted at witnessing 
the idle, the agnorant, the vulgar, the in- 
temperate, cuilected here and there in 
groups, polluting the air with their breath, 
and grating the ear of Heaven with their 
imprecations. This (it would be said) is 
ali natural, and common among the lower 
classes : it is to be expected.” True it is 
natural, But was it not tv redeem us srom 
all inzquity,which is naturat, that the Son of 
‘God desccaded, assumed our nature, and 
died an ignominious death? And has he 
not commanded his servants to go out Into 
the highways and hedges, and caH in the 
poor, the ignorant, the blind ! 

* On inquiry, I learned, that, last suin- 
mer, in Georgetown, a few individuals re- 
scived to make an effort for the religious 
instruction of the foor, the ignorant, the 
intemperate, the profane, of the white and 
black population, who indulged in vice on 
the Sabbath, These people were kindly 
invited to assemble at the market house, 
where wasamplc1oom A few seats were 
prepared for females. Here divine service 
was regularly performed throughthe warm 
season. Presbyterian, Episcopal, and Me- 
thodist Ministers, officiated. The service 
commenced about 9. The congregation 
consisted chiefly of such as had seldom or 
never entered the sanctuary. The number, 
small at first, increased to 3 or 4 hundred. 
Many of these, by the piain, simple, and 
affectionute preaching of the word, have 
been induced to enter the churches regu- 
larly on the Sabbath ; and it is to be hoped 
that sume are serious, 

* The exertions of ministers have beeu 
seconded by laymen, whoon Saturday eve- 
ning and Sabbath morning, went round and 
invited the poor and wretched to come and 
hear the Gospel, attended themselves, ar- 
ranged the congregation, and assisted in 
singing. No disorder has occurred ; but 
unilorm seriousness and attention have 
characterized the hgarers. 

“ How much good might be done in all 
our market-towns, from New-Orleans to 
oston, were similar meetings to be insti- 
tuted by popular ministers, and encourag- 
ed by respectable ciuzens, in humble reli- 
ance on the Almighty Spirit.’—Pitts. pa.
